occur, The excitement of last night, occa- 
sioned by the report that four men had been 
killed and others wounded, has subsided, but 
the most bitter feeling, growirg with’ every 
day, is held by the workers against the officers 
on duty and operators at large. Some cokers, 
who arrived here this morning, assert that the 
moment ashot is fired by the Pinkerton men, 
the whole region will rise up in arms, and to 
this end a thoreugh course of drilling is being 
introduced among the Hungarians. 

The *‘Huns”’ at the neighboting works. have 
become more boisterous during the past twelve 
hours, but those in the immediate vicinity of 
the Pinkerton barracks are displaying a milder 
disposition. Five new men returned to work 
today at West Leisenring, making seventy 
now on duty. 

A report comes from Scottdale, Pa., by spe- 
cial, that the strike in the coke regions has 
been declared off by a convention, represent- 
ing 500 of the striking cokers, and that work 
will be resumed on Monday. The report has 
not yet been confirmed, but there is great re- 
joicing here. President Harris, of the Miners’ 
association, says he is of opinion that once 
the men return to work a satisfactory sliding 
scale can be arranged. 

The cokers strike has not yet been declared 
off, but general resumption is now regarded as 
a question of afew days. The miners associa- 
tion, representing nearly 8,000 of the strikers, 
held a meeting at Everson, Pa., today and de- 
cided to return to work at old wages, if the 
operaters would agree to a_ sliding scale. 
The reply of the operators. to this 
was for the men to return to work first, and the 
sliding scale would be considered afterwards. 
The action of the convention has weakened 
the cause of the strikers and a big break is 
expected at any time. Notices were posted 
throughout the region today ordering the 
men to return to work or vacate the company 
houses. It is thought this will have the effect 
of frightening the Hungarians and that they 
will go back rather than be evicted. Works 
in operation received several additions ‘to 
the their working forces today, and others 
have signified. their intention of resuming 
tomorrow. 
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Switchmen Strike in Lincoln. 

LIncoLn, Neb., July 8.—Switchmen, num- 
bering seventy-five men, inthe Burliugton and 
Missouri yards, are on strike. The trouble 
originated over the appointment of Conductor 
Sherman as night master of the Lincoln yards. 
The switchmen claim that the appointment 
should been a promoted yardman. Superin- 
tendent Thompson stated yesterday that nearly 
all their places had been filled by new men, 
and that none of the strkers would be taken 
back under any circumstances. Trouble is 
feared among the strikers, and an extra squad 
of police has been placed on guard.

Adoption of a Constitution to be Submitted 
to the People. 


SALT LAKE City, Utah, July 8.—The con- 
Stitution of the proposed state of Utah was 
completed and adopted yesterday by the Mor- 
mon convention. Provisions for the entire 
separation of church and state; for non-secta- 
rian education, forbidding the employment or 
rejection of school teachers on account of 
their faith or non-belief in any doctrine or 
sect; forbidding bigamy and polygamy and 
providing penalties therefor, not to be changed 
or amended without the consent of congress 
and the president, and apportioning represent- 
ation as recently provided for the territory, so 
as to fayor the minority and other important 
sections, were all adopted in their entirety. 
The Utah commission will permit votes for 
ratification or rejection of the constitution, to 
be counted by election judges, the vote to be 
taken at a general election on Angust 1. 

The convention adjourned subject tothe call 
of the president. There is much discussion 
on the polygamy provisions. Members of the 
convention express their sincere desire to set- 
tle the question, but it is understood that the 
prohibiting law will be enforced bona fide by 
the state if admitted to the union. Everything 
was fully debated by the convention. Only 
registered. voters who have taken the test oath 
will be allowed to vote on the question. The 
matter excites intense interest. 

The work of the Mormon constitutional con- 
vention is a subject of general comment. The 
Mormons meet the objection that they will not 
enforce the anti-polygamy provision by legis- 
lation, by claiming that the section providing 
penalties is operative without legislation. 
They state further that they will amend. the 
constitution when Utah is admitted, which 
they caniot do now, as an amendment on that 
question is barred without the consent of con- 
gress and the president. Prominent Mormons 
say that if Utah is admitted the anti-polygamy 
sections will be faithfully enforced. The con- 
vention adjourned Thursday evening, subject 
to the call of the president- A vote on ratifi- 
cation will be taken August Ist.

Str. Louis, July 8.—The mass meeting of 
citizens called yesterday to meet at the mer- 
chants’ exchange today to take public action in 
regard to inviting President Cleveland to visit

The people of St. Louis, assembled at a public 
meeting, called for the purpose, and held at the 
merchants’ exchange on July 8th, 1887, respectfully 
and earnestly extend to the president of the Unit 
States and to Mrs. Cleveland an invitation to visit 
the city and beceme its guests for the week com- 
mencing Oetober 2, 1887. In doing so, they beg 
leave to urge on the president their desire to give 
him a welcome that will demonstrate the respect 
and love they have for bim as a public officer and as 
a man. 

The mayor of St. Louis and a committee to 
be selected by him are appointed to proceed to 
Washington and deliver this invitation to the 
president.

There was No Raid on the Chinese, But They 
Were Waylaid. 

PORTLAND, Oregon, July 8.—-There is noth- 
ing to confirm the rumor that Chinese miners 
ou Snake river have been murdered. There is 
no doubt but that several bodies have been 
found in the water, but they may have been 
drowned. Thereis no reliable news that any 
raid has been committed. The Chinese work 
bars on Snake river, which pays sixty to sey- 
enty-five cents per day, and no white man 
wants to work for that sum.

An Old Carpet-Bagger Expelled from the

Cuicaco, July 8.—The papers publish an

Western cities have been paying back part of the 
heavy loans made here to meet emergencies after the 

‘wheat collapses, but banks at Cincin- 
nati feel that it is ~ proper to 
maintain a strong position, and prefer not 
to go outside their reguiar customers. Here a feel- 
ing prevails that the disturbance resulting from the 
great speculations may not be over, and that un- 
settled deals in railroads and the stock market need 
close watching. Foreign trade does not look more 
healthy So far two weeks exports from New York 
have fallen 14 per cent below last year, while im- 
ports still average about 16 per cent larger than last 
year. The wheat movement helps, and little for- 
eign demand for corn, and larger exports of refined 
sugar, but cotton is held too high for export, though 
it has declined an eighth, and pork products and 
oi] are practically unchanged.

AND SAYS HE ACCEPTS THE HONOR. 


Russia Not Satisfied With the Action of the 
Sobranje—Passage of the Crimes Bill— 
Other News from Abroad. 


TreRNova, July 8.—Prince Ferdinand, of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, replying to the sobranje’s 
dispatch informing him of his election as 
prince of Bulgaria, said he was proud of the 
honor conferred on him and grateful for it. 

“I hope,”’ he added, “to prove myself worthy 
of the confidence of the Bulgarian people. I 
aim ready to respond to the call and to devote 
myself to the service of Bulgaria as soon asthe 
porte accepts the election and the powers 
recognize it.’’ 

The prince’s answer was received with satis- 
faction by the sobranje. ‘ 

St. PererspurG, July 8.—It is semi-offi- 
cially stated that the government attaches no 
serious importance to the decision of the so- 
branje and will not modify its attitude to- 
wards Bulgaria. The recent action of the so- 
branje is regarded as not only inéufticient to 
secure a prince of Bulgaria, but in the opin- 
ion of the Russian government, is entirely il- 
legal until such action has received the sanc- 
tion of the powers. 

The Novroe Vremya says the election of 
Prince Ferdinand,of Saxe-Coburg tothe Bulga- 
rian throne, exhausts Russia’s patience. ‘‘Aus- 
tria will not succeed,’ adds the paper. Rus- 
sia’s action may inconvenience Austria. 

Berwin, July 8.—Coburg Zeitung (semi-of- 
ficial) in an article on the election ef Prince 
Ferdinand, says: “In view of the attempts of 
the Bulgarian party of independence to draw 
Prince Ferdinand into its confused affairs, we 
must point out the fact that a German prince, 
such as Prince Ferdinand, cannot accept the 
crown Without the permission of the house to 
which he belongs, nor without consent of the 
Emperor William. Until their consent is ob- 
tained, nothing can be settled.’’ 

VIENNA, July 8.—The attitude of the gov- 
ernment of Austria is one of entire indifference 
concerning the election of Prince Ferdinan@ of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha as prince of Bulgaria. 
Count Kalnoky, Austro-Hungarian prime min- 
ister, while returning from his visit to -Mora- 
via, will meet Ferdinand at Bucharest.

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PASSAGE OF THE CRIMES BILL. 


The Debate and Vote in the House of Com- 
mons Yesterday. 

LONDON, July 8.—Lord Hartington, in the 
house of commons this afternoon, continuing 
the debate on the Irish crimes bill, said he 
recognized that every portion of the majority 
supporting the measure must bear its full onus 
of responsibility for what has been done. The 
party which he himself was connected with, 
desired that there shoulu not be the slightest 
doubt of their full acceptance of the govern- 
ment’s policy towardsIreland. Mr. Gladstone 
had said that the opinion of the civilized 
world condemned the action of England, the 
exponents of that opinion being the literature 
of the world. But the same authority had also 
told them that the opinion of educated classes 
on the question was only distinguished by self- 
sufficiency’ and shallowness. [Cheers.] So 
long as the liberal-unionists were supported b 
the thinking and cultured classes of sheite f 
they would continue with confidence in their 

ourse, ‘‘for,”’ —_— he, *“‘surely the masses 

cannot have a befter knowledge than the edu- 
cated classes of the relations between England 
and Ireland.”’ 

John Dillon said he was prepared to legally 
acknowledge the duty of [Irishmen to the em- 
pire, but he held that their first duty was tothe 
welfare and liberty of the Irish people. His 
party represented a vast and overwhelming 
majority of the people whose fortune,the bill ef- 
fected, and those who contended that the will 
of the majority ought to prevail oughtnot to 
assist in passing the measure. The head and 
front of the Irish members of offending was 
that-for seven years they had devoted them- 
selves to the struggle to induce their country- 
men to abandon violence and thrust to agita- 
tion in parliament. Yet they were stigmatized 
as associates of a8sassins. The opinion of nocivy- 
ilized country in the world, he continued, was 
of more value to intelligent Englishmen than 
that of America. It was absurd to state that 
nine-tenths of the educated people of America 
were not on the side of Ireland. Unquestion- 
ably the whole American press was on their 
side. He maintained that’ Mr. O’Brien’s mis- 
sion had been a conspicuous success both in the 
United States and in Canada. 

Sir William Harcourt criticized the bill at 
length. In conclusion he said that every town 
and village in the kingdom should be made to 
understand that the government refused to 
Irish tenants that protection from an old op- 
pressive law against combination which they 
granted toa trades union. The people could 
not always be deceived by the bogey of “ Par- 
nellism.”’ Crime was dying out. The Glad- 
stonians were daily gaining and professed union- 
ists losing votes; and the home rule cause was 
certain to win in the long run. 

Mr. Goschen then rose to speak, whereupon 
the Parnellites left the house in a body. 

Mr. Goschen said he wouid not stop to in- 
uire when Mr. Parnell ceased to be bogey to 
farcourt. The government’s contention was, 

not that thefbill was justified because others as 
drastic had been-passed, but that it was neces- 


sary. 

The bill was only permanent in the sense 
that the government refused to publish the 
date upon which the bill should cease to op- 
erate, and the government did this because ex- 
perience had shown that half of the ineffi- 
ciency of preceding similar measures was due 
to the fact that they operated for too short a 
period. Referring to Mr. Gladstone's bills, he 
said that the conservatives had defeated both 
of them. 

“Hear! Hear!’’ shouted Mr. Gladstone, 
amid laughter and cheers,and Mr. Goschen 
exclaimed : 

“O, splendid admission! 
pentance!”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Goschen denied that thé lit- 
erature of the civilized world condemned the 
government’s policy. Americansin the strug- 
gle for the maintenance of the union were not 
influenced by the opinions of English statcs- 
men, and if American opinion was against 
the continuance of the nnion of England and 
Ireland, which he did not believe, the union- 
ists would not be influenced by that opinion i 
the defense of such a cause. Mr. Redmon 
concluded the debate amid signs of impa- 
tience. 

The crimes bill passed its third reading by a 
vote of M9 to 262. The announcement of the 
vote was received with cheers and counter 
eheers.

A WILD WI HITE APACHE 


Strange newdann 6 of an Alleged 
Renegade American. 


A TRUE STORY TOLD THE FIRST TIME. 


Once a Gallant Soldier, a Quarrel and a Duel 
Drive Him to Join the 8 avages— 
Streeter’s Strange Story. 


From the New York Star. 

With the recent outbreak of Apaches in 
New Mexico and Arizona, I notice the story 
of “The. White Apache” has been revived. 
Every Indian raid brings this celebrated fron- 
tier character into undesirable prominence as 
a leader of hostile savages, or at least as o1e 
who gives aid and comfort to the merciless 
enemy of the southwestern frontiersmen. Al 
Streeter, the white Apache, has been killed 
oftener, in Mexican and Arizona newspapers, 
than any man I know of: yet only a few 
months ago I saw a letter from him dated 
Oposura, Mexico; and although to my own 


| knowledge he had been reported as killed by 


the press while leading Apaches three differ- 
ent times, he was a most lively corpse. 
Whether his good luck would attend him on 
the American side of the line is, however, 
open to the gravest kind of doubt. 

“The history of Streeter is a genuine bit of 
frontier romance, full of weird dramatic inter- 
est. He wasan Arab onthe streets of San 
Francisco, fall of that wild hoodlum spirit 
which the “glorious climate”’ of California in- 
fused into the veins of boys in 1866. At this 
time Mexico had been completely knocked out 
by Maximilian and his French allies. The 
triple bars only floated over Paso del Norte, 
and hardly would have floated there had it 
not been that Franklin (now E! Paso) lay right 
across the river, with the Americans there in 
full force. W hile things looked thus unprom- 
ising for Juarez and the Mexican republicans, 
some daring American officers conceived the 
idea of raising troops for him in the United 
States. (¢ ‘olonel George Green was one of the 
first to raise a company in California, and one 
of the firstto join the filibusters was young 
Streeter, then only fifteen years of age. hat 
the company accomplished did not amount to 
much, as before it was wellin the field came 
the fall of Maximilian and the restoration of 
the republic. 

Young Streeter, however, had acquired a 
taste for soldiering, and joined the regular 
Mexican service. He quickly learned the 
Spanish language,and being a magnificent 
horseman, as well asa thorough soldier, he 
rose step by step until he found himself the 
major of aregiment of cavalry. About this 
time he was stationed atthe little mountain 
town of Cases Grandes in the state of Chihua- 
hua. In one of the companies was a young 
lieutenant named Jose Garciary Garcia, Beth 
Sireeter and Garcia were in the habit of at- 
tending the Thursday night ‘‘bailes’’ or public 
dances that made the only life to be found in 
the quaint oki town, outside of hanging round 
the ‘“‘tienda’”’ drinking inuscal, or American 
lager at a dollar a bottle. 

Among the mountain towns of the Sierra 
Madre none has a higher reputation for the 
beauty of its women than Casas Grandes, and 
the belle of the canton and of the “‘baile’’ was 
Juniata Gandara, the only daughter of the 
fefe politico of the town. — This office, which 
has no equivalent in English, but which com- 
bines in itself the offices of mayor and sheriff, 
is one of great distinction in a Mexican town. 
As Gandara was, after the pastoral fashion, 
wealthy in flocks and herds, and said to havea 
tidy little sum to his credit in McManus’s 
bank at Chihuahua, his daughter had many 
admirers among the youth of Casas Grandes 
and the surrounding country. Among the 
ofiicers at the garrison who were at her feet 
were Major Streeter and Lieutenant Garcia, 
and the rivalry between the two soon resulted 
in estrangement. The girl smiled wpon the 
young lieutenant and, although his superior 
officer was allowed to dance with and occa- 
sionally say soft nothings to the nut-brown 
senorita at the public dance, it was under the 
watchful eye of one of those careful old senoras 
in whose blood passion is cold and waits upon 
the judgment. The padre thought that the gir] 
should not marry a ‘‘gringo,’’ and old Ganda- 
ra, who had memories of a time when the 
| hated Tejanos (Texans) overran his fair Chi- 
huahua, shared in the feelings. And so it 
hi appened that when the major called to see 
the fefe politico, the girl, after the manner of 
her country in such cases, was always absent; 
but when it was the young lientenant who 
called, she appeared at once, and in that lan- 
guage, which like the Italian was made to 
sing, accompanied herself upon the guitar as 
she sangsome one of those delightful Cuban 
airs so popular in Mexico. 

Insane with jealousy, the story goes that one 
evening the major accused his subordinate of 
having misrepresented and slandered him to 
obtain an ascendency over the girl. Hot words 
followed, the insult that blood alone can atone 


Was passed, and the following morning the . 


young lieutenant and his commanding officer 
faced one another in a grove of cottonwood 
on the banks of the Casas Grandes river. At 
the first fire young Garcia fell dead, shot 
through the heart. His antagonist, fearing 
arrest and the fury of the Mexicans, mounted 
his horse and fled toward the American limes. 

Streeter next turned up at the San Carlos 
reservation in Arizona, where he obtained a 
situation as clerk under C aptain Jeffreys, at 
that time the Indian agent there, and remained 

with him for several years, or until the out- 
beaut of Victorio’s Indien war in 1879-80, 
During this period he studied and became a 
master of the Apache tongue, speaking it like 
a native, and became sothoroughly acquainted 
with the habits and customs of the Indians 
that he was looked up to by them with the 
reverence due achief, Those who knéw him 
best on the reservation say that with each 
year that passed he displayed a growing dis- 
gust with civilized hfe and a greater disposi- 
tion to consort with the savages. There also 
comes the story of another unfortunate love 
afi air, and then Streeter disappears from San 
Carlos, ‘andanuniber of Apaches disappear 
and take to the war path about the same time. 

During the long Indian campaign, which 
lasted from the fall of 1879 to the summer of 
1885, there were floating around wild, weird 
stories of a white man who had been seen lead- 
ing on the bands of Victorio and then of Nana 
in their raids on American and Mexican ranch- 
es. Then some herders who escaped from 
Nana brought word that the white man was 
Streeter, and the man’s strange conduct gain- 
ed ready credence for the story. The Arizona 
press then denounced Streeter as a monster to 
whom Benedict Arnold was an angel pure as 
the driven snow. Then came the Mexicans in 
the frontier towns on the Sonora arid Chihua- 
hua slopes of the Sierra Madre to join in the 
chorus. 

The proof of Streeter’s action was quite 
strong enough fora lynching party, bat not 
strong enough for aregniar civil court. This 
no doubt was partly owtng to a very unpleas- 
ant habit the Apaches have of destroying tes- 
timony by ki'ling the witnesses. 
may, Streeter was not heard of as 
being a member of any civilized com- 
munity antil General Croo 
disposed of the Apaches in June, 1883. Then 
letters wer. received from him at La Novia, 
on the frontier of Arizona and Mexico, statin 
that he had never been with the Apaches, an 
that he would return from Mexico to the 
United States and prove it; but he has never 
ventured back, and his best friends do not 
deny his intercourse with the savages; claim- 
ing only that his presence aniong them was as 
a “‘contrabandista.’’ But the frontiersmen in- 
sist that the man who traffics with Indians oh 
the warpath must “ ‘lowed to be one of them, 
and all lediena ure pisen.’’ And they keep a 
sharp lookout for the W N hite Apache.

UNITED STATES COURT. 


The Juries Discharged—Some Interesting 
Resolutions, 

Maoon, Ga., July 8.—(Special.}~—In United 
States court today J. R. Hill pleaded guilty of 
sending obscene mattey through the mails on 
postal cards. Sentence was suspended. 

George Moth, who has served twenty out of 


his fifty days in jail for retailing, was released 


on a suspended sentence. 

A. N. Hatris was tried for illicit distilling 
and came clear. 

Some other cases were disposed of, and then 
Judge Speer proceeded to discharge the juries 
in the eircuit and district courts. 

In discharging the circuit and district court 
juries for the term His Honor Judge Speer 
spoke as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Jury: The court is now about to 
discharge you for the term, but before doing so 
desires to thank you for the very efficient and impar- 
tial manner nm which you have performed all your 
duties to the court, to the public and to yourselves 
as sworn jurors. I have never seen in any court 
ermit me to say, gentlemen, without flattery —and 
have no motive to flatter you—I have never seen 
in any court, though I have been a lawyer fora 
good many years—a gf many years for 
n young man—Il have never seen jurors on 
whom I felt that the court and counsel 
could better rely for correct verdicts and the right 
determination of all those important questions 
which under our systems are committed to juries. 
Yours were the first pannels selected from the new 
revision of the jury box, and I can with truth say 
that ifthe court is hereafter so fortunate in its 
drawing of jurorsas it has been in your case, that 
the country may congratulate itself that in the Uni- 
ted States courts, so far as the action of the juries is 
concerned, that the rights of property and the rights 
of the country as against the law-breaking class, 
will be determined with rigid impartiality ane ab- 
solute justness. Hoping thateach and all you 

may have long and prosperous lives— 

Here one of the jurors, Mr. Ben C. Smith, 
one of the foremost merchants of Macon, 
asked permission to interrupt the court and 
read the following resolutions: 

To the Hon. Emory Speer, presiding judge of the 
United States courts for the western division of the 
southern district ef Georgia : 

As the labors of the district and circuit court ju- 
rors of this court are about to come to a close, and 
we to return to our respective vocations, we would 
like to express to the court in some way, our appre- 
ciation of the administration of its duties and its 
kindness to us. ‘ 

Therefore, be it resolved, That as citizens and 
jurors, we cannot too highly express our admiration 
of the fairness, ability and impartiality of your rul- 
ings betweem the government and the people, and 
we feel that our state isto be congratulated, that 
its citizens have itsSinterests|jconiided to such a 
judge, to preside over the federal court. : 

2. That the juries are duly grateful aud apprecia- 
tive for the courtesy and consideration shown them 
by your honor; making pleasant and agreeable, 
duties which are generally onerous ard irksome. 

We also desire to return our thanks to the district 
attorney, the United States marshal, and the clerk 
of the court, for their kindness and attention to us. 
All of which is respectfully submitted,

' court but would lay them carefully away 


among other treasures of a kindred nature. 
It appeared that during a short recess of the 


| eourt, the circultand district jurors had retired 


to a jury-room and organized, by electing Cap- 
tain W. W. Carnes as chairman, and Mr. Ben 
C. Smith as secretary, when the resolutions 
above recited were passed. 

The jurors were a remarkably fine body of 
men. Their action was manifestly unexpected 
but highly gratifying to Judge Speer, to Colo- 
nel Lamar, the United States marshal, to Dis- 
trict Attorney Guerry, and to Mr. Erwin, the 
clerk. 

This session of the court has been one of un- 
interest and an immense mass of busi- 
ness has been disposed of. The court will ad- 
journ tomorrow until the first Monday in Octo- 
ber next, which is the third day of the month.

THE ANNUAL MEETING 


Of the Trustees of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. 


CHANCELLOR MELL'S REPORT READ. 


He Asks that His Powers be Clearly De- 
fined—The Reports from the “ 
Branch Colleges. 


Atuens, Ga., July 8.—[{Special.]—This 
morning the board of trustees of the university 
of Georgia were called to order by Major J. J. 
Gresham, of Macon. Major Lamar Cobb, the 
secretary and treasurer, read the minutes of 
the last meeting. Mr. A. L. Hull, chairman 
of the finance committee, made his report. 
There were present in the morning, besides 
the local board, Messrs. Gresham, Billups, 
Jackson and Humber. At noon Dr. H. V. M. 
Miller and Major W. 8. Bassinger arrived. 
Dr. H. P. Mell read his annual report, giving 
a thorough and masterly review of the work- 
ings of the university in all its departments. 
Dr. Mell showed that although the last 
commencement had gtaduated the larg- 
est senior class since the war, the 
attendance this year had more 
than filed up the gap of the graduates, the 
attendance now being 207, or three more than 
in 1886. The law department numbered 
eleven. Dahlonega reported 114 students, 
Thomasville 180 and Milledgeville 428. Dr. 
Mell reported that of the large number of 
‘A Aa reported at the branch colleges of col- 
ege grade, a very sinall number were shown 
at commencement to have completed the 
course in the classes as were presented for 
graduation. Asa matter of fact, no student 
had been received by the state university this 
year from any of these branch colleges. 

Dr. Mell called upon the board fora definite 
restatement of the powers of the chancellor 
and of the faculty, inthe disciplinary regula- 
tion of the college. The last meetiug of the 
board had enlarged the powers of the chancel- 
lor and given him the entire responsibility for 
the good order and discipline of the universi- 
ty. Dr. Mell wished the sphere of the mem- 
bers of the faculty in co-operation with the 
chancellogwell defined, so that the full au- 
thority oMfhe professors should be developed 
at the same time that the chancellor’s duties 
are fixed. This part of Dr. Mell’s report was 
clear, elaborate and analytical. 

Alluding to the alleged “armed demonstra- 
tion’’ of the students last May, Dr. Mell, after 
reviewing the matter at length, said it was 
difticult from his standpoint to say which ele- 
ment of the affair prevailed, ‘‘its ludicrousness 
or its lawlessness.’’ He had only considered 
the latter phase of the matter, and had visited 
such punishmentas he thought proper in the 
premises. 

The reports from the Dahlonega and Mil- 
ledgeville branch college were received in the 
afternoon. Both colleges made good showings, 
and added strong appeals for more money. 
Milledgeville asked for $6,000 for repairs upon 
the old capitol building, which had been in- 
jured by the earthquake. This report was 
presented by Colonel Humber, and was ac- 
companied by a stirring appeal. Milledge- 
ville’s claims made a strong impression upon 
the committee. The Dahlonega report was 
written by President Basinger, and was clear 
and convincing. 

The resignation of Hon. John Screven, of 
Savannah, was received.

Within the Last Twenty Years.

poy thin the recollection of men still young, 
the old-time conductor, with his air of general 
proprietorship, which created the impression 
on rustics that he owned the whole “concern,” 
the Joalgusy with which he guarded the pre- 
rogativés of his office, the style with which he 
was wont to disport himself in his too many 
leisure hours, are all held in strong contrast to 
the present unobtrusive, industrious set 
of the new school of conductors. 
One reform after another crowded out 
the old-timers, and the law of the survival of 
the fittest scored another victory. 

The old set were the products of the meth- 
ods employed and were ornaments to their po- 
sitions with its then requirements, and the 
slow schedules of their trains were com pensa- 
ted in the fast methods of their lives. The 
inverse ratio seems to obtain between the 
schedule of atrain and the rate at which a 
conductor goes: the faster the schedule the 
more sedate the conductor, and vice versa. 

The old conductors could not accommodate 
themselves to the changed order, and one by 
one they were set aside for younger men, in 
whose mental veins flowed the blood of the 
new life. Many of the old ones, who were 
feted and spoiled by the appreciative public, 
after losing their “jobs,”’ eked out a miserable 
existence and died in verty and disgrace. 
The managements should have been more 
grateful for past services, and retired them on 
an easy position, with a salary that would have 
placed them beyond the chilling blight of 
penury. 

Others freed from the confinoment of the 
exacting duties of their position, found in 
the active world a broader field for the exer- 
cise of their shrewd intellects, and found prof- 
itable employment in other pursuits. But the 
mass had grown only to the measure of their 
positions, and knew nothingelse, and by rea- 
son of their unsymmetrical development were 
incapacitated to successfully engage in any 
vocation of life. Whatasad spectacle these 
superanuated conductors presented. They 
stood an anacronism, representing the 
ideas and methods of thirty years 
ago and looked on the bustling scéne with a 
dazed expression as though they were so many 
Rip Van Winkles. In bidding them goodbye 
it is with a tinge of sadness, for we remember 
with what awe their august presence inspired 
our youthful mind, and we cannot but reflect 
on ‘‘how are the mighty fallen.”’ 

Railroads have been great civilizers and the 
steam engine has drawn a long train of happy 
consequences into every station along their 
routes. They are great developers, and the 
influence of their methods are felt in the busi- 
ness enterprise of every community.

The Mines and Furnaces of Alabama to be 
Under One Management.

A Word About the Legisiature. 
Florida has the yellow fever. Poor Fiorida! 
Georgia has the legislature. _ Poor Georgia !—Macon 


There is nothing easir than to write il! 
natured paragraphs about the legistature, 
and nothing sillier. 

The Georgia legislature is a representa- 
tive body of men. It stands closer to the 
people of Georgia than any other body, and 
a2 a rule carries more thoroughly the 
thought and sentiment of the people. Oc- 
casionally there are weak or malicious men 
to be found in the legislature, but then, 
alas! there are also, here and there, weak 
and malicious men to be found in journal-- 
fsm. 

If the legislature is not as good as the 
constituency it represents it is because there 
is fatal error or inadequacy in our elective 
laws. From a pretty close observation we 
find the Georgia legislator to be a hearty, 
practical, wholesome fellow, seriously de- 
voted to doing the best that can be done for 
the state, not overly fond of hearing himself 
talk, and not overly patient when some 
other fellow istalking. He is sometimes 
slow of judgmenti but mighty apt to be 
right when he makes up his mind, and not 
to be bulldozed or begged or deluded from 
his conviction when ever he has established 
himself upon it. 

The annuals of the Georgia legislature 
show fewer scandals, less unsavory gossip, 
more practical efficient legislation and 
careful attention to the interests of the 
state, than any similar body we can call to 
mind. This is understood by all observant 
men, and the man who writes such para- 
graps as that quoted above, simply adver- 
tises that he is foolish as well as ill-natured. 


A French Pretender. 

The Comte de Paris is making himself 
notorious, but he has not yet succeeded in 
creating any decided sensation except on the 
This usually peaceful little 
isle lies fifteen miles from the coast of 
France, but belongs to Great Britain. It 
has long been a favorite asylum for French 
exiles. When Victor Hugo was driven 
from his country by the usurping Napoleon 
the Third, whom he so bitterly denounced, 
he took refuge in Jersey. The pretender to 
the French throne who has just visited this 
island was expelled from France about 
eighteen months ago. It was a mistake on 
the part of.the republicto drive him out, for 
there is little danger that he could foment 
any serious trouble if allowed to remain in 
France. The expulsion of Paris and the 
rest of the so-called royalists made them 
Stronger in France. by arousing sympathy in 
Still the pretending count has 
no considerable hold on the French people. 
His performance in Jersey was ridiculous. 
When he landed he begged his friends not 
to make any demonstrations over him and 
they granted his request. Just before 
leaving, however, the count ‘‘slopped over’ 
badly. His friends surrounded him and 
gaye him a good “‘send off.’”’ He madea 
speech in which he predicted that France 
would soon have a peaceful revolution 
which would place him on the throne. 
France is not given to “‘peaceful revolu- 
tions’ and the count failed to explain how 
his prediction is to be verified, but in this 
he was prudent, as he did not wish to put 
the republic on guard against the peaceful 
“coup d'etat’? by which the tumbied 
throne of the Bourbons is to be again set up 
and the noisy Comte de Paris placed upon 
it. The count chose well the starting point 
of his peaceful revolution. Jersey is twelve 
miles long and five miles wide. Its quiet 
people love to be aroused and 
amused. The ordinary routine of 
their serene existence is  seklom 
disturbed by any event more thrilling than 
acatitle sale, or the arrival of a passenger 
ghip. Even a French pretender can stir up 
the entire island. The Comte de Paris has 
captured Jersey it secms. As Jersey is the 
roperty of England and has no voice in 
neh affairs this conquest will not be of 
much practical benefit. The pretender suc- 
ceeded in getting some of his friends dis- 
charged from the French army because 
they slipped overtand joined in the Jersey 
demonstration. The count is evidently on 
a fool's errand which will be interesting only

which still has the cheek to assert its

Let us Protect our Graves. 

Among the bills that will probably be 
acted upon in the house to-day is an act to 
prevent grave-robbing and provide material 
for dissecting purposes in. our medical col- 
leges. 

The act is drawn with a view to affording 
adequate protection to our graveyards. It 
provides that all unclaimed bodies shall be 
turned over to a state board composed of 
officers representing the different medica] 
colleges in Georgia. The medical colleges 
must preserve the bodics and keep them for 
a period of sixty days. If not claimed in 
that time they must, after dissection, give 
the bodies decent burial. It is provided 
that the bodies may be claimed by anybody, 
whether relatives or not, and without any 
Obligation on the part of the claimants to 
assume the expenses of burial when they 
are unable todo so. It will be seen, there- 
fore, that the unreclaimed bodies will be 
tose of persons in whom no one feels 
‘enough interest to protest against the pro- 
posed disposition of them. 

This cannot be called a discrimination 
against paupers. Any poor person may 
claim the body of a pauper and have it in- 
terred atthe county’s expense, The bill 
@isposes of no bodies cxcept those which 
pehosy is willing to claim. 

Another good point in the bill is the fact 
that it raises grave-robbing from a mere 
misdemeanor to the grade of felony.. This 
is exactly w is needed, (Few peonle 
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in Georgia, It is a profitable business, In 
addition to the home robbers, professionals 
come here from distant states every year. 
They sneak into our lonely graveyards 
during the dark winter nights and steal 
bodies ‘which they ship to medical colleges 
all over the south and west. The crime 
should be made a felony, and for that 
reason, if for no other, we feel inclined to 
look favorably upon this bill. 

An opportunity is now offered to pro- 
mote the cause of science without doing 
injustice to the unfortunate. To do this, 
and at the same time stamp out grave-rob- 
bing by making ita felony, will be of in- 
estimable benefit to our people. It is to be 
hoped that the bill will pass without op- 
position. | 


Fifty Years of British Morals. 

The London Standard in reviewing the 
changes that have occurred during Vic- 
toria’s reign of fifty years, says: 

Fifty years ago almost everybody drank, and the 
majority of people got drunk. To get tipsy at table 
was so general that it was not regarded as disrepu- 
table, and very frequently the. gentlemen were sa, 
far gone that they prudently declined to join the 
ladies. In the “Pickwick Papers,” which describe 
a period not far from that, during which the queen 
ascended the throne, not only the elder Weller 
and Mr. Stiggins got tipsy, but Mr. Pickwick, a dis- 
tinguished virtuoso, and Squire Wardle, a country 
gentleman and justice of peace, did so without any 
one thinking their conduct in the slightest degree 
offensive. People sat down 0 heavy dinners at 
three o'clock in the afternoon, and when five was 
fixtd as the fashionable’ hour, good conservatives 
declined to budge. As for 7:30,8 and 8:30, it re- 
quired a long struggle to bring about this change; 
anda still more severe fight before huge suppers 
and much punch ceased to be strict social observ- 
ances. In one famous university there was a “nine 
tumbler club,’ into which no man was eligible for 
admission until he had drunk nine glasses of hot 
whisky and water and could then say ‘Biblical criti- 
cism’’ with a reasonably clear articulation. Even 
Lord Campbell, though opposed to ‘“‘the habitual 
soaking of port wine or whisky punch,” expressed 
himself in his antobiography tavorably toward “an 
occasional booze,”’ as haying “a tendency to excite 
the faculties, to warm the affections, to improve the 
manners, and to form the character of youth.” 
Toasts were still drunk at table; men “took wine 
with the ladies,” and “challenged” each other in a 
manner highly conducive to excess and the gout. 
Dinners a la Russe were unknown; heavy joints were 
the rule, and the art of earving an indispensible 
accomplishment, light entrees were called “kick- 
shaws,”’? and were scorned as French, and therefore 
contemptible. Duelling had gone quite out in 1837, 
and swearing was still the “ornament” of many a 
“gentieman’s conversation.’”’ Education was far 
lower then, and morals were not, as a rule, so high, 
The universities were closed to all save men of one 
faith, and practicaliy of much thesame social 
standing, while gambling hells were almost openly 
patronized. 

The general enlightenment of the masses 


through the medium of a free press has 
largely contributed to the improved morals 
and manners hinted at by the Standard. 
But the Britons have only begun their self- 
reformation. ‘They may drink less rum at 
home, but they send more of it away to de- 
moralize the savages in Africa and other 
lands. They are responsible for the ravages 
of opium in China, insisting upon the.traftic 
against the wish of the emperor. They 
may swear less in good society, and attend 
church more regularly, but the courts were 
never crowded with nastier scandals than 
during the last year or two. They may 
boast of their Christian civilization with 
more pride than was felt in it fifty. years 
ago, but they are still adhering to their old 
land grabbing poliey, robbing barbarous 
nations abroad, and starving and oppressing 


| the helpless Irish at home. 


Until the Britons reform some of these 
evils, the world will not be inclined to re- 
gard them as saints simply because they 
have mmaie their drinking habits a little 
more decent, The improvement claimed by 
the Standard is good enough as far as it 
goes, but it dees not go far enough to brag 
about. 


A Fact and its Explanation. 

The Boston Journal says: 

“Georgia has 62.84 per cent. of all her children of 
school age enrolled as pupils in her public schools, 
and the percentage of average attendance on this 
enrollment is 70.82, This isabetter showing than 
is made by any other southern state.”’ 

The Boston Herald copies this paragraph 
and furnishes the explanation of its state- 
ment as follows: 

“Yet Georgia was the first state of the sonth in 
which the republican party was put out of power,and 
is the state of ail othersin which democratic rule 
has been uninterrupted and undisputed. Whenonr 
esteemed neighbor talks of the wrongs which such 
things have wrought, it will be well to Keep in 
mind the sort of statistics shown above.” 

The Herald has put the case well.’ Its 
explanation is perfect, and should give the 
Journal food for reflection.

Suits Against the Government. 

Ii is strange that so little attention has 
been paid toa very important. bill which 
was passed during the last hours of the 
last congress. It seriously affects the rights 
of the citizen in controversies with the 
government and affords a readier and more 
liberal method of obtaining justice in such 
cases, 

Much complaint has been made.about the 
treatment of private claims against the 
government of the United States. There 
have been many instances of injustice under 
the slow and precarious methods of settling 
private claims which has hitherto been prac- 
ticed by the government. A bill passed at 
the last session of congress will probably 
bring abouta reformin this matter. It 
proyides that the court of claims shall have 
sents batton to hear and determine the fol- 
lowing classes of suits: 

ist. All claims founded upon the consti- 
tution of the United States or any law of 
congress, except for pensions, or upon ahy 
regulation of an executive department, or 
upon any contract, express or implied, with 
the government of the United States, or for 
damages, liquidated or unliquidated, - in 
cases not sounding in tort, in respect of 
which claims the party would be entitled 
to redress against the United States either 
in acourtof law, equity or admiralty, if 
the United States were suable. 

To this follows a provision expressly ex- 
cepting fromthe operations of the act al) 
war claims and claims ‘‘which have hereto- 
fore been rgjected, or reported on adversely 
by any court, department or commission 
authorized to hear and determine the same.” 
Provision is also made for the government 
to plead against such claims, set-offs, coun- 
ter claims, claims for damages and so forth, 
and no suit against the government can be 
maintained unless brought within six years 
after the cause of action shall have arisen. 

These provisions merely enlarge the juris- 
diction of the court of “laims, but the act 
goes much further. All district courts of 
the United States are givena jurisdiction 
similar to that of the court of claims over 
all ciyi] controversies between citizens and 
the government where the amount ipvolved 
is not over $4,000. Suits involving betw 


_ $1,000 and $19,000 may be brought in an 
of the grave-robbing «\!i 


cirenlt court, All guch suits are to be 


tried by the court without a jury. When‘a 
plaintiff desires to bring suit against the 
United States he may file hts petition in the 
local district or circuit court according to 
the amount of his claim. He must send a 
copy to the attorney gefieral of the United 
States. Within sixty days the government, 
through the district attorney, must plead to 
the action as any, ordinary individual, or, 
upon proof satisfactory to the court, judg- 
ment will go to the plaintiff by default. The 
effect of this act will be very important. It 
will relieve congress of many billsgor the 
relief of private claimants against the gov- 
ernment, 

A speedier and more satisfactory settle- 
ment of just private claims will be possible 
if the new law is fairly enforced.

Many of the labor saving inventions and 
discoveries of the age instead of throwing 
men out of employment widen the field and 
afford opportunities not thought of before. 
Some times a new eccupation or profession 
is called into existence, like that of electri- 
cal engineering, giving employment to thou- 
sands of trained intellects, as well as thou- 
sands of skillful hands. 

It is too early to complain of the over- 
crowding of the various lines of work and 
business.

Ex-Govern»w Brown in h’s testimony before the 
p ntentiay sub-ccmmitiee in answer to a question 
who was the author of the eonvict lease bill, said 
that the b li was commonly kncwn as the Reese bill, 
and it was generally supp sed that Judge William 
M. Ree e, of Washington, was the anthor. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter saw Judzre Reese yester- 
day as he was entering the gallery of the house,-and 
asked him about the matter. Judge Reese said he 
Was in the state senate at the time and drew the 
bill. That frequent consultation was had with ex- 
Governor Brown, the late Thomas Alexander and 
John T. Grant, deceased. Hon. Mr.-Furlow, of 
Sumter county, of the penitentiary committee, en- 
gineered the measure through the house, while 
Judze Reese took care of itin the senate, General 
Toomb3 was consultcd in regard to it, and favored 
the measure generally. 

Judge Reese stated that prior to this act of 1876 
the convicts were scattered all over the state in 
many camys, and that it was the intention of the 
bill to have cnly two or three camps at the farthest. 
One was to be at Dade coal mines, and Thomas 
Alexander proy osed to establish the other on Cum- 
berland islands. Of course it was intended that the 
convicts at these two camps should wo k in different 
parts of the state, wherever needed, but always 
under the control and guidance of the regular 
authorities, 

The bill was amended and passed. The smend- 
ments gave more camps, and otherwise altered the 
bill without materially changing the main feature. 
Judge Reese stated that the bill was formed just so, 
there being no system in any other state, similar to 
the one proposed to be established. He regarded the 
system as,perhaps, the best one that Could be devised, 
allthings being considered. As for the charge of Mr. 
Huff, of Bibb, that the bill was conceived in fraud, 
Judge Reese said the statement bore its absurdity on 
its face. That hi: legislative cateer had been mixed 
up with fraud of any sort or description, and that 
as far as he knew, no one had ever accused him of 
auything of the kind. The bill was nothing more 
or less than what it really was, an honest attempt 
to devise some system by which the convicts could 
be maintained at the best advantage. 

He favored Felton’s bill to provide for the with- 
drawal of children under fifteen years of age and

MICROSCOPICAL WONDERS. 


Some of the Objects to be Viewed Through an 
Instrument. 
From the Brooklyn Citizen. 

“Suppose we look at a fly’s tongue ?’’ 

“All right,’ said I, ‘Flies have been investigat- 
ing me for a long time, and nothing would give me 
more pleasure than to see a fly’s tongue transfixed, 
and to investigate it calmly under a microseope.”’ 

Accordingly, Mr. Hopkins placed the subject in 
position, and turning the table, I brought my eye to 
bear upon the object.. The fly’s tongue is certainly 
a complicated piece of mechanism. No description 
would do it justice; it must be seen to be apprecla- 
ted. The next subject was a section of horsefiy, 
showing the complete kit of tools with which he 
pursues his investigations into the flesh of horses. 
There was a fine saw, with teeth plainly visible, a 
piercer for irritating the wound which caused the 
blood to flow, and all arranged for use. Then we 
looked .at the sawfly, which frequents rose 
and gooseberry bushes, and saws places in 
the twigs and deposits iis ocges. The 
stinging apparatus of the ordinary honey 
bee next claimedour attention. Having had some 
experience with a bee's business department I 
congratulated myself that the mystery of its opera- 
tion was about to be unveiled. Thesight confirmed 
me in my purpose previously formed of giving bee- 
hives a wide berth in the future. A bee’s stinger 
looks formidable under the microscope, Teeth pro- 
ject from the side like a sword fish, and attached to 
it ix the poison bag which contains the article 
which, when inserted into & man’s hand by an en- 
terprising bee, makes him wish that he had never 
been born. 

“You will see,” said Mr. Hopkins, “that by in- 
creasing the power of the microscope the formation 
of parts of the various objects examined is clearly 
shown, and the more closely they are examined, the 
more complete they appear. There are no botched 
jobs in nature.”’ 

“Do your investigations,” I asked, “lead to the 
conclusion that all these complete and beautiful 
things were evoived from an incomplete germ?’ 

Mr. Hopkins replied very emphatically, “No, sir; 
they do not. I take no stock in the modern eonclu- 
sion on that point.” ; 

The hornet was next investigated. It has been 
said that he differs from the flea in this respect, that 
when you put your fingeron him you know he is 
there. Much as we dislike to meet the hornet and 
be interviewed by him, especially when seated on 


remarkably well under a microscop?. Mr, Hopkins 
called my attention to this interesting fact. On the 
edge of the hornet’s wings are a series of hooks, 
which, at certain times, are used to hook the wings 
together, but no one has yet succesded in hooking 
or unbooking the wings of the captured insect. The 
hooks were plainly seen through the instrument.

THR PENITHNTIARY INVESTIGATION, 

The sub-investigating committee appointed 
by the penitentiary committee of the house,re- 
sumed its investigations yesterday afternoon at 
the office ofthe principal keeper. There was 
a full attendance of the members, and Captain 
J, W. English and Colonel W. B. Lowe were 
present as spectators. 

The first witness examined was Principal 
Physician Westmoreland, He was asked why 
his report, made shortly after he assumed the 
office, in which the condition of the various 
camps was dwelt u at some length, was not 

mblished. The doctor stated that he did not 
cnow, that sometimes his reports were pub- 
lished and sometimes they were not; that one 
reason why this particular one was not laid 
before the puchic was that those having it in 
charge might have sup d it unfit for publi- 
cation, Dr. Westmoreland was asked how Dr. 
Houk, who testified before the committee some 
time ago, was regarded. His answer was that 
Dr. Houk was considered one of ‘the best men 
in the service and had an excellent reputation 
for efficiency. 

The next witness was Cicero Perdue, an ex- 
convict, whose term expired about two years 
ago. Cioero was sent from DeKalb county for 
burglary and sentenced to four years. Because 
of good behavior he was released after serving 
three years and seven months. 

tie was asked to tell what he knew about 
the cruel treatment of convicts at the eamp 
where he was confined. He declared that as 
far as he was concerned, he got along well 
enough, had plenty to eat, and was never 
whipped; but he said he kept his mouth shat, 
and minded nobody’s business save his own, 
The last month he was at the penitentiary he 
was made a trusty. 

He deciared that Captain Smith, the same 
man ‘‘Dr. Houk accused of unmercifully and 
unhumanly whipping convicts at “Old Town 
Camp,’ was the worst man about whipping 
convicts he ever saw; saying he was a regular 
“tiger.”’ Cicero declared that Smith beat Peter 
Jackson with the butt end of the stick to 
which the strap was attached, holding the 
strap in his hand, and hitting him over the 
head and on all parts of the body. That the 
cause of the whipping was that Jackson said 
he was sick, and could not work, and Smith 
whipped him to make him work. Cicero de- 
slanad Jackson was in the hospital when he 
left. | 
He also stated that Ed Wing was badly 
whipped and beaten for letting his end of a 
long piece of timber fall one day. Cicero’s 
evidence wags strongly corroborative of Dr. 
Houk’s in regard to the inhumanity of Smith. 

Other questions were asked him, one having 
reference to the manner of living of the ordi- 
nary country negro and the convict. Cicero 


dom, there was not much. difference 
between what they had to. eat. 
He frankly confessed the crime for which 
he was sent up, and his evidence appeared to 
please a nuinber of the committee who believ- 
ed he was telling the truth. Others .thought 
Cicero’s record was to bad to permit his veraci- 
ty to go unquestioned, and it was also stated 
that at the time Cicero swore Smith was whip- 
ping convicts at Colonel James’s mill at 
Wadley, where he was confined, a man named 
Loftus was the whipping boss, and not Smith. 

At the conclusion of Cicero’s testimony, a 
discussion took place ameng the committee- 
menastothe fruitlessness of going on with 
the investigation without a stenographer. 
Several members agreed to pay their share of 
the cost, and others declared that the state 
had no right to expect them to pay the stenog- 
rapher out of their own pockets, and they re- 
fised to agree to it. 

It was finally agreed to ask the house 
through the chairman of the penitentiary com- 
mittee, to appropriate $250 or as much thereof 
as necessary to defray the expense of taking 
testimony, and it was alsoagreed to ask for the 
proper otticer to enable the committee to get 
the persons summoned to come before it. 
Some doubt was expressed among the mem- 
bers as . vyhether or not the house would 
agree tothe request, but it was resolved,that un- 
less it did, the investigation should be dropped’ 
For it was idle and useless to go on in the pres- 
ent manner, as it was a waste of time, and noth- 
ing could be accomplished. Some members 
have already paid stenographic fees out of 
their own ‘purses, and others do not feel able to 
bearthe expense. It is admitted that none 
are’ bound to defray the necessary 
expenses. The committee adjourn- 
ed until it could be ascertaiued what the 
house intended to do about the pay 
of the stenographer and the proper attention 
ofa summoning officer. Is is expected that 
the matter will be early brought before the at- 
tention of the house. 

A BOARD OF PARDON. t 

The bill introduced by Mr. Strickland provides 
that the governor shall appoint three commis- 
missioners as a board of pardon to investigate 
applications for reprieves, pardons, commuta- 
tions and suspensions of sentences of convicts 
and other persons under sentence from the 
courts of this staie. One must be an attorney- 
at-law and one a physician. One of the com- 
missioners first appointed shall serve for two 


years, one for four years and one for six years.

The governor’ shall 
suspend any commissioners 
vacancies. Commissioners take ar 
oath of office framed by the governor. The 
commission is to be furnished with an office at 
the capitol, with necessary furniture and 
stationery. They are authorized to employ a 
clerk at $600 perannuain. The duty of said 
comnmissioners shall be to investigate all pe- 
titions or applications for pardons, reprieves, 
conumntations or suspensions of sentences of 
versons convicted of crimes or misdemeanors 
in any of the courts of this state, and report to 
the governor the result of their investigation, 
recommending or refusing to recommend the 
applicant to executive clemency as the ends of 
justice may require. 
THE KLECTION OF JUDGES. 

Governor Gordon sent to both houses yester- 
day amessage containing official notification 
of the vacancies caused by the death of Judges 
Jackson and Willis. The committees ap- 
pointed to ascertain what ofiicers are to be 
elected by the legislature reported that there 
were but these two vacancies. ‘The reports 
were received, and Monday at1l o’clock was 
fixed as the hour for the election. 

Judge Bleckley will not be opposed for the 
chief justiceship of the supreme court. 

The election for judge of the Chattahoochee 
cireuit is exciting considerable interest, which 
is magnified to some extent by the prominence 
of the candidates, ex-Governor James M. 
Smith and Hon. James M. Matthews. Mem- 
bers are reticent, but thereis evidently a con- 
siderable stir in legislative circles.

How the Macon Telegraph is Building up the 
State Fair by Abusing the Exposition. 

The Macon Telegraph continues to fail to 
advertise the strong points of the state fair, 
but loses no opportunity of deprecating the 
Piedmont exposition.

CHICAGO, July 8—The wheat operators began 
buying quite lively on the curb this morning and 
continued their operations to the regular board. 
Trading opened much more briskly than for several 
dys past. August started at K%e higher, at 725c 
and sold up to 72%4c. Crop dispatches of damage 
by grasshoppers and bad weather were accountable 
for a share of the early strength in wheat, but 
these influences and the buying they induced were 
barely sufficient to keep August up to 72'4c.

The knowledge that stocks 
of pork, lard and short ribs are controlled by a few 
parties, deters speculators from indulging in free, 
shortselling, and at the same time they are in- 
disposed to buy heavily for fear of being unloaded 
on; hence, prices were confined toa narrow range 
aud at the close short ribs were the same as yester- 
day’ but lard was 24% to 5c lower.

The governor 
has, also, before him a number of papers rela- 
tive to the applications of different candidates 
for the several judgeships and solicitors he will 
soon have to appoint. <A careful considera- 
tion will be given these papers before any ac- 
tion is taken. 

NEXT WEEK it is the intention of Governor 
Gordon to go over to Athens to attend the com- 
mencement exercises of the state university. 
The governor will probably go if nothing inter- 
feres. While he is not at present a trustce, 


and has no connection with the board because ‘ 


of his office, he was for many years a promi- 
nent trustee, and as an alumnus of the univer- 
sity takes great interest in its success and wel- 
fare. It is the custom for the gevernor to 
attend the commencement exercises, and Gov- 
ernor Gordon will not make any exception to 
the rule, 

COMPTROLLER-GENERAL WRIGHT has just 


issued a neat pamphlet containing the names . 


of every insurance company doing business in 
the state, the amount of their risks, premi- 
ums, and losses, forthe fiscal year ending 
April 30th, 1887. There are 48 fire insurance 
companies, 18 old line life companies, 6 assess- 
ment companies, and 9 accident companies, a 
total of 81 companies doimg “business in the 
state. These companies have at risk in the 
state of Georgia $145,295,436.39, which shows 
the enormous business the insurance companies 
do in this state. 

AS THERE HAS BEEN some dispute in re- 
gard to the companies doing business in 
Georgia, as to which one does the largest, the 
figures of the comptroller will finally settle 
thé matter. In thelist of fire companies, the 
Southern Mutual of Athens ranks first; the 
London, Liverpool, and Globe, second; the 
Georgia Home of Columbus, third. In the 
list of life companies, the Mutual Life of New 
York comes first; the New York Life, second, 
and the Northwestern Mutual Life, third. The 
British and Foreign Marine does more busi- 
ness than all the other accident companies 
combined.

FOUTE’S FAUX PAS. 


A Stationhouse Keeper Ruled for 
Contempt of Court. 


HABEAS CORPUS WRIT DISREGARDED. 


Ordinary Calhoun Orders Dr. Foute to Pro- 
duce Green Moss—The Covington 
Marshal Takes the Prisoner Off. 


In Ordinary Calhoun’s office, this morning 
at 10 o’clock, there will be tried an uncom- 
monly interesting case, in which Dr. W. E. 
Foute, keeper of the stationhouse, will figure 
as defendant. The offense laid to his charge 
is a disregard of a writ of habeas corpus 
issued by Judge Calhoun a few days ago. 
Whether the neglect was willful or uninten- 
tional this investigation this morning will 
show. 

HOW IT HAPPENED. 

A colored man named Green Moss was ar- 
rested about a week ago for disorderly conduct 
in the streocts and was locked up in the station- 
house. The day after the arrest, Captain 
Couch received a letter from the town marshal 
of Covington making inquiries about the pris- 
oner and giving the information that he was a 
fugitive from justice and was wanted in that 
town for burglary committed a few weeks ago. 
Moss retained Mr. Edgar H. Orr to defend 
him, 

APPLYING FOR A WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS. 

Last Wednesday Mr. Orr went before Ordi- 
nary Calhoun and asked him to grant a writ of 
habeas corpus, alleging that Moss was un- 
justly detained in the stationhouse. The ordi- 
nary granted the writ and issued it in due 
form. It was addressed to Dr. W. E. Foute, 
stationhouse keeper, and ordered him to pro- 
duce in court at 3 o’clock Thursday afternoon 
the body of Green Moss. At the appointed 
time Mr. Orr and Judge Calhoun were ready to 
proceed with the investigation, but the station- 
house keeper failed to appear with his prisoner. 
The ordinary waited several hours, but Dr. 
Foute failed to put in an appearance. 

WANTS TO’ KNOW THE REASON WHY. 

To ascertain the cause of Foute’s failure to 
comply with the mandate of the court, Ordi- 
nary Calhoun immediately had served upon 
him a rule to show cause why he should not be 
attached for contempt, and made it returnable 
yesterday morning at 10 o’clock. The paper 
was served upon Dr. Foute and he appeared 
before the ordinary at the appointed hour. He 


2 | seemed to have no conception of the gravity 


of the offense charged against him, and was 
disposed to treat it as a light matter. When 
apprised of. the grave character of the derelic- 
tion of duty, and informed that it was in the 

ower of the court to send him tojaijl and keep 
he confined until the order should be com- 
plied with, Dr. Foute was greatly surprised. 
Willing to accord him an opportunity to fully 
establish his defense, Ordinary Calhoun 
granted the accused further time. He was 
given until this morning at 10 o’clock. 

WHY THE MANDATE WAS DISOBEYED. 

The reason Why Green Moss was not carried 
before Ordinary Calhoun at the time ere 

1@ had 
been taken away from Atlanta by the marsha! 
of Covington and was notin the reach of Dr. 
Foute. When the Covington officer reached 
the city and went to police headquarters he did 
not find Dr. Foute, for the good reason that 
the latter was at home taking his rest at the 
time. Stationhouse-Keeper Wright was on 
duty, and to him the marshal applied for the 
prisoner. Wright had not, it is claimed, 
been apprised of the writ and 
he gaye Moss over to the Covington officers 
The negro was takeu off by the first train. 

When Dr. Foute returned to duty of course 
he could not carry out the terms of Judge Cal- 
houn’s writ, because the prisoner was miles 
away speeding toward Newton county. A 
number of persons about the courthouse have 
expressed the 7 that Foute is not amen- 
able to the law, because he is inferior in au- 
thority to Chief of Police Connolly, who was 
the proper person to whom the writ should 
have been addressed. 

THE PUNISHMENT O¥ CONTEMPT. 

‘Not so,’’ said Ordinary Calhoun yesterday 
afternoon, in conversation with a reporter 
“Chief Connolly had nothing to do with the 
case. Dr. Foute liad actual possession of the 
prisoner and he was the proper one for the writ

“What is the penalty, should the accused be 
guilty ?”’

WHAT HIS FRIENDS HOPE. 

Dr. Foute is a trustworthy officer and 2 cau- 
tious man, and his friends believe he will be 
able to prove his innocence and escape the 
consequences of thefcontempt of court. 

The case is so unusual that its outcome will 
be watched with interest.

Daron, Ga., July 8, 1887.—Governor J. B. Gor- 
don—Dear Sir: Will you please accept my thanks as 
a juror for the comnautation of Holman’s sentence. 
Inclosed please find the vote of 178 citizens, show- 
ing the condition of the public mind in regard to 
the matter. One hundred and thirty-four were in 
favor of commiutation, and forty-four against it. 
The voters were country voters, who came in early 
this morning. I knew it would be the most correct 
way to arrive at the index of the people’s belief in 
the matter. The count Was taken on the road two 
miles from Dalton. The reason I did this was that 
you might not be misled by what the papers say. 

Respectfully, 

The name of the gentleman is not given 
here for obvious reasons. He was'a juror in 
the case, and isa man of high respectability. 
As Tuer Constitution predicted, no attempt 
was made to take Holman from the law’s 
hands, and it is with gratification that the pre- 
diction made in the matter is seen to be fulfill- 
ed. Itis possible that the account of public 
feeling at Dalton in regard to the matter is 
very much exaggerated.
